EDWARD REMINGTOR

Magnificent Wreath Sent by Miss

Williamsport, Pa., August 21.—It is re- 
Ported tonight from an authoritative 
source that Edward P. Remington is not 
satisfied that his brother, Robert, died 
by his own hand. 
When it became known that he was 
entertaining a suspicion of foul play, 
which originated before he left Newport 
with the body, an Associated Press rep- 
resentative called on Mr. Remington and 
requested a statemment. 
He replied that he would neither deny 
nor affirm what relates to his brother's 
déath except that the autorsy performed 
today revealed that the bullet in the 
mouth caused death. 
» When asked if the bullet found im- 
* bedded in the dead man’s Lrain was fired 
‘ rom the revolver found by his side, he 
; eclared that he had nothing further to 
ay. Asked if developments in the case 
could be expected, he sajd time alone 
would tell. 

Mr. Remington and his attorney, Seth 
T. McCormick, as well as the physicia‘§ 
who performed the autopsy, were to- 
gether in secret confererce until late to- 
right, and their action is surrounded by 
much mystery. They positively refuse 
to give out any further information. 

The remains of Robert Reading Rem- 
ington were laid at rest in Wildwood 
cemetery this evening. The interment, 
which had been announced as private, 
was witnessed by a curious crowd of 
men and women, who had gathered at 
the cemetery.

Police Say Reniington Could Not 
Have Been Murdered. 
Newport, R. 1L.. August 21.—The report 
that Edward P. Remington believes that 
his brother, Robert R. Remington, was 
murdered in this city, was réceived with 

incredulity here tonight. 

Chief of Police Richards, when 
viewed by an Assoclated Press 
sentative, said it was absolutely imposst- 
ble that. Mr. Remington could have been 
murdered. He said he thoroughly investi- 
gated the affair soon after it happened, 
with a view to finding whether there 
might be any possibility of murder having 
been committed, and there could be no 
doubt he came to his death by his own 
hand. He said that while the body was 
lying here awaiting the arrival of the 
brother, he examined the revolver with 
which the shooting was done. He found 
that it was an old French revolver and 

that it had not been bought in this city.

The announcement that the contract 
for the double tracking of the entire line 
has been let comes from Charlotte and it 
is stateq that the information was given 
cut from an absolutely authoritative 


source. 

For some time the officials of the South- 
ern have recognized the necessity of hav- 
ing a double track between Washington 
and Atlanta and they have frankly stated 
that it is only a question of time until 
the double track will be in operation. 

Advantage to Business. 

A double track between Atlanta and 
Washington would mean much to Atlanta 
and the southeast. It would insure ito 
merchants and other shippers in this 
city much quicker movement of: freight 
between Atlanta and eastern points and 
hence would greatly stimulate business 
between the east and Atlanta and the 
territory contingent to it. 

Business men generally would be greatly 
benefited by the great improvement in 
the passenger service and the increased 
excellence of the mail service between 
Washington and Atlanta. This would 
come in a general quickening of scheduies, 
but the chief gain would be the assurance 
that trains would be run as scheduled. 

For the past three years the business 
handled by the Southern over certain 
portions of the line between Atlanta and 
Washington has been of such an enor- 
mous nature thatit has required the ut- 
most efforts of the operating officials to 
prevent a blockade at times when traffic 
was especially heavy. 

This is particularly true of that part of 
the line which lIfes between Charlotte and 
Danville. A glance at the map of the 
Southern will show that line occupies 
the place of a funnel with a double flare. 


Large Amount of Business. 
The line from Atlanta and that from 
Savannah converge at Charlotte, while 
at Danville the lines from Washington, 


Richmond and Norfolk join. The amount 
of business poured into this line at both 
ends has given it a name among rail- 
road.men as the hardest worked piece of 
single track in the world. 

During the winter season nine limited 
passenger trains were. operated over it 
in both directions each day. To care for 
these properly it is easily seen that the 
local passengers and freights had to stand 
the best chance they could of dodging in- 
to sidings in time to let the limiteds past. 

The Southern receives a handsome gsub- 


sidy from the government for operating |: 


its fast mail trains, but heretofore a 
good percentage of this amount has found 
its way back to the federal treasury in 
payment of forfeits for delayed trains. 
The construction of the additional track 
from Washington to Atlanta would neces- 
sitate the outlay of a princely sum, but 
it is believed that the saving in for- 
feitures and the greatly reduced expenses 
of operating trains that would result 
would pay for the new line in a few 
years. 

The announcement that work on this 
double track is~-to begin at once will be 
welcome news in Atlanta. In addition to 
the great advantage that it will be to the 
city it Is an eloquent tribute to the pre- 
eminence sof Atlanta as-a .; distributing 
point that the first double track of any 
length to be built ir the south is to con-: 
nect this city with the east. The Penn- 
syivania has double tracks between 
Washington and Philadelphia, so that by 
the construction of the Southern’'s double 
track Atlanta would be given four ratis 
to the metropolis.

THICK WEATHER. GAVE 
CHANCE NOT ACCEPTED 


Owing to Rain It Was Expected That 
the White Squadron Would 
Make a Dash for Land, but 
Defenders Were Dis- 
appointed. 


Rockport, Mass., August 21.—The battle 
ships of Rear Admiral Higginson’s squad- 
ron, defending the New England coast 
from an imaginary attack by a fleet um- 
der Commandér John E. Pillsbury, were 
plainly seen in the clear atmosphere frorn 
this point this morning. The other vées- 
sels of Admiral Higginson’s command 
were scattered along the horizon, or in 
view at nearer points maintaining guard 
of the coast. The night passed without 
incident and no trace of the 
“enemy” was reported from any of the 
signal stations along the shore.

Washington, August 21.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt is said to have re- 
ceived a number of formidable and vig- 
orous protests from prominent democrats 
against the appointment. of Senator 
James K. Jones, of Arkansas, to mem- 
bership on the isthmian canal commis- 
sion. The impression has prevailed in 
political circles for some time past that 
the president was favorably- considering 
the name of Senator Jones in connection 
with membership on the commission, in 
view of his early retirement from the 
senate. The enemies of -Senator Jones 
have assembled various circumstances, 
not the least of which was his vote with 
the republicans in favor of the Spooner 
compromise bill, which provides for the 
purchase of the Panama canal under 
certain conditions, to show that he is nu 
longer a democrat in good standing. In 
other words, they seek to place him in 
the same category with Senator McLau- 
rin, of South Carolina. 

The friends of Senator Jones resent 
the attacks being made upon him, and 
declare that it is unfair to impeach his 
democracy in the face of all the hard- 
ships he hag undergone while trying 
to uphold the democratic standard undér 
the heavy handicap of Bryanism. In b>2- 
half of Senatof® Jones it is said that no 
other man in the democratic party could 
have done-any better at the head of the 
national democratic committee during 
the last two campaigns under the cir- 
cumstances. In the first Bryan cam- 
paign many democrats quietly remained 
away from the polls or secretly voted 
for McKinley. In the second campaign 
the gold democrats and anti-Bryan men 
boldly declared their intentions to bury 
him under such a big vote of disapproval 
as to render him an impossibility as a 
presidential candidate in the future. Sen- 
ator Jones’ friends claim that it is un- 
fair to saddle the responsibility for dem- 
ocratic defeat upon his shoulders. 

President Roosevelt has several nice 
juicy pluins put away in cold storage 
for distribution among his friends. The 
German and Italian missions are on top, 
a judgeship on the supreme bench as 
soon as Justice Shiras retires, in addition 
to several United States judgeships in 
other courts. Just now the political gos- 
sips are trying to place Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox on the supreme bench in place 
of Judge Shiras, although the latter does 
‘not retire until some time next vear. In- 
timate friends of the clever little attor- 
ney general declare that he “has no de- 
sire or inclination in the direction of the 
supreme bench. Should .he retire from 
the cabinet, as is not an impossibility, 
he will resume his law practice, perhaps 
in Washington. He is fond of Washing- 
ton life and he is easily the most |§>pu- 
lar member of the president’s cabinet,

FIVE MEN AND WOMAN

Four of the prisoners, 
Joseph R. Baker, Elmer Brown, S; Gott- 
Heb and the latter’s wife, were arrested 
and George Brown and Thomas Henry 
were arrested in this city. 

According to Postoffice Inspector 
Michae}] Boyle he has secured as com- 
plainant against the prisoners Antonia 
Caperosse, a butcher of New Haven, 
Conn., who paid $300in cash and received 
green paper in return. Many complaints 
of green goods victims have reached the 
postoffice inspectors recently and the al- 
leged ‘“‘piant’’ was located in Newark 
after much work. 

Yesterday the inspectors saw a man 
come to the house in the company of “1- 
mer Brown, the alleged ‘“‘steerer,’’ and 
followed by Baker, who, it is said, is the 
“‘trailer.”’ The pair entered the house 
and later came out. The victim carried a 
miniature about 10 inches long and 4 
wide. The “steerer’’ took the victim to 
an express office, where the little trunk, 
which the victim thought contained $5,000 
in bills printed from stolen government 
plates, was shipped to New Haven. Then 
the inspectors placed the ‘‘steerer’’ and 
the ‘“‘trailer’’ under arrest.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
GIVES HIS SANCTION 


France Promises To Send Over a 
Large Contingent of Athletes 
from Its Army and Has 
Asked for the Next 
Meeting in 1908. 


Chicago, August 21.--The states of the 
United States, President Rooseveit and 
prominent government officials will co- 
operate and participate in the production 
of the Olympian games in 1904. All for- 
eign countries will be represented. France 
has promised to send its army representa- 
tives and has asked for the games in 1908. 
This much is: indicated in letters from 
governors of states and commanders of 
rational guards throughout the country 
in reply to invitations which were sent 
out ten days ago from the general offices 
in this c‘ty and from cables just received 
from Paris and Berlin.

I hope these exercises will include 
feats of horsemanship and marksmanship 
as well as tests of endurance and strength 
under service conditions.”’ j

Resignation of Directors Puts Them 
in Strategic Position. . 
Denver, Colo., August 21.—The. resigna-

IMPORT DUTY IS REMOVED. 


Cheese Cloth Will Now Be Admitted 
Free in Cuba. 

Washington, August 21.—In a report 
made public at the state department to- 
day, United States Minister Squiers, at 
Havana, calls attention to an interest- 
ing change in the Cuban tariff law, 
which admits cheese cloth into the island 
free of duty in order to promote what is 
known as the ‘‘covered cultivation’ of 
tobacco. 

Important agriculturists of Cuba have 
for some time urged that the step an- 
nounced above should ‘be taken, and 
President Palma, in his message to the 
Cuban congress strongly recommended 
the exemption of cheese cloth from the 
payment of import duties. 

“Covering”’ tobacco consists in placing 
the cheese cloth at a certain height in 
the form of an awning over the plants 
to moderate the intensity of the sun's 
rays, prevent the wind from swaying 
and breaking the leaves, and, most im- 
portant of all, to guard against insect 
attacks. The system has been tried with 
success in Sumatra. 

The duty on cheese cloth was from 15 
to 530 cents per kilogram (about 2 1-5 
pounds), and the amount imported has 
been approximately $15,000 worth per 
annum, a little more than one-half being 
from the United States.

FORMER GOVERNOR TALKS 
TO 8,000 NEW YORKERS 


The Speaker Declared He Found 
Nothing in the Bible Favoring 
the Accumulation of Cor- 
porate Wealth. 
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Albion, N. Y., August 21.—Former Gov- 
ernor David B. Hill spoke to a crowd of 
8,000 persons at the Orleans county pioneer 
picnie at Oak Orchard today. The speech 
Was a general one, Mr. Hill saying he 


thought it poor taste to inject politics at 
such time. Addressing himself to farmers, 
he referred to their courage and sturdy 
independence in admiring terms and said 
the Boer farmers had invoked the ad- 
miration of the world. 

“I wish to God,’ said he, 
Dutch farmers had won.”’ 

The speaker thought that farmers as a 
rule tried to work too much land, and he 
told of a man who gave three daughters 
150 of his 200 acres, and then did as well 
with the remaining fifty by improved cul- 
ture. He made a distinction between a 
farmer and an agriculturist, saying the 
former worked a farm for income while 
the agriculturist spent his income to work 
his farm. “I am an agriculturist,’’ he 
said. 

Continuing, Mr. Hill declared himseif 
in favor of holidays, especially when 
farmers put aside toil and come together 
for recreation. He said he found noth- 
ing in the Bible in regard to accumula- 
tion of corporate wealth and believed that 
the only right means of accumulation 
was by personal endeavor. Posterity 
owes much to the pioneers who have been 
leaders of all walks and conditions of 
life. He said he was not in sympathy with 
the demand for cheap things; nothing 
should be so cheap as to deny proper re- 
muneration to the labor which produces 
it. He respected public opinion when it 
was right, but held it in contempt when 
wrong. Women, he said, can do some 
things better than men, which he regard- 
ed as a great admission for an old bach- 
elor. Speaking to young men, he declared 
that three most valuable traits were sin- 
cerity, frankness and prudence. Do not 
rely for success cn influence,. but rely 
on yourself and your own ability and go 
it alone, was the spéaker’s advice. In-

Weather Has Not Been Conducive to 
Rapid Maturing During Week. 


GOVERNMENT CROP BULLETIN 


Weekly Report of United States De- 
partment of Agriculture Gives 
Interesting Statement. 


—_——— 


Following is the weekly climate and 
crop bulletin of the United States depart- 


ment of agricuiture: 

Washington, August 19, 1902.—The weck 
ending 8 a. m., August 18, was decidedly 
cool throughout the plateau region and 
most of the Pacific coast, and also from 
the Missouri valley eastward to the New 
Engiand and middle Atlantic coasts. The 
deficiency in temperature ranges from 3 
to 8 degrees from the upper Mississippi 
valley eastward to the New England ani 
middle Atlantic coasts,. being greates: 
over the southern portions of the lake 
region, upper Ohio valley, and the west- 
ern portions of the New England and mid- 
die Atlantic states. Over the eastern 
Rocky mountain’ slope and throughout 
the southern states the week averages 
warmer than usual, the temperature ex- 
cess ranging from 3 to 6 degrees over 
southern Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and the greater part of the southern 
states. 

The minimum temperatures in the lower 
lake region, Ohio valley and middle At- 
lantic states were unusually low, the 
records for former years for the second 
decade of August being broken at numer- 
ous stations from the 13th to 18th. 
Throughout the central valleys the mini- 
mum temperatures generally ranged from 
50 to 60 degrees; over the northern portion 
of the southern states from 60 to 70 de- 
grees; and along the gulf coast from 74 
to 8) degrees. 

The maximum temperatures were aiso 
lower than usual over the northern dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains, but 
were higher than usual in the central and 
east gulf states, New Orleans reporting 
98 degrees, which is 2 degrees above the 
previous maximum record for the second 
decade of August. \nile the maximum 
temperatures exceedeg 100 degrees over 
the southeastern Rocky mountain slope, 
no records were broken in that section. 

Seasonal Temperature. 

The seasonal temperature from March 
1 to date (171 days) continues in excess of 
the norma! in nearly all districts east of 
the Rocky mountains, but over portions of 
the central valleys and lake region the 
low temperatures of the past week ané 
the latter part of the preceding weck 
have materially reduced the excess, whica 
in some instances has been entirely over- 
come, leaving slight deficiencies over 
limited areas in this region, in which the 
exceSs was most marked prior to the mid- 
dle of July. Over the northern portions 
of the upper lake region, however, the 
Seasonal excess still amounts to movore 
than 1 degree, while over the greater part 
of the southern states it ranges from 1 to 
2 degrees per day. The area of deficiency 
in the Rocky mountain region continues, 
and in the northern districts has extend- 
ed somewhat eastward, while an area of 
Slight excess has appeared on the north 
Pacific coast. The deficiency over tne 
Western portions of the plateau. region 
and over the interior portions of the Pa- 
cifie coast states range from 1 to 2.8 de- 
grees.

Are Wounded Near Tupelo.

Wild Rumors of Race Riot Without 
Foundation, as Officers Have 
Matter Well in Hand—Eight . 
Arrests Made—Secret Or- 
ganization Found. 


Tupelo, Miss., August 21.—(Special.)— 
Three négroes are reported’ dead, while 
three white men and three negroes are 
known .to be wounded near Shannon, a 
small place 10 miles south of here. 

Wild, rumors of a race riot have been 
circulated and a great deal of excitement 
has prevailed, but as a matter of fact 
there is no prospect of a riot, as the 
officers of the law have the matter well 
in hand. 

The origin of the trouble grew out 
of the stealing of corn from the field of a 
man naméd Eubanks by a negro named 
Davenport, who was caught in the act 
and made to pour the corn from the sack. 
The following night Eubanks went to 
the field to watch for thieves, and on 
réturning as he neared the house of Jim 
Eubanks he was fired on by a squad 
of about forty negroes, who were con- 
céaled near the ro¢d. None vf the shots 
took effect. 

Deputies Randolph, Rogers and Barnett 
were notified and went in pursuit of the 
negroes implicated in the shooting and 
followed them into Chickasaw county. 
The three Davenport negroes were located 
in’a barn where they. had barricaded 
themselves for battle with the officers. 
They refused to open the door, which 
was forced by Randolph. As the door 
was broken in the officer struck a match, 
and as he did so a volley from shotguns 
in ‘the hands of the negroes was fired 
at him and he received the shot in his 
head and shoulders, which wi!l probably 
prove fatal. The negroes then leaped over 
the prostrate body of Randolph and made 
a dash for freedom. As they ran the 
other officers fired and brought down one 
of the blacks. 

Deputies arrested eight negroes and 
brought them to the Tupelo jail tonight. 
These negroes are Jeff Rogers, Hubbard 
Rogers, Steven Rogers, Joseph White, 
Walter Kelly, Will Brown, Marion Morris, 
and Ed Middlebrooks. Sheriff Long has 
just returned from Shannon and reports 
everything quiet. 

For some months negroes at Shannon 
and Nettleton have been giving consid- 
erable trouble, secret societies being 
formed under the guidance of an ex- 
schoo! teacher or preacher or other bad 
characters. These organizations are said 
to be for the purpose of resisting the 
whites and protecting negroes in deeds of 
lawlessness. 

The alleged instigator of the serious 
outbreaks of the last few hours is a 
negro ‘preacher named Jeff Rogers. He, 
has been held under suspicion by the 
whites for some time as a bad character. 
In days gone by he has been made to 


"leave more than one peaceful community. 


He is a negro of some education and Wis 
.¢onsiderable influence in his church. 
The first serious trouble broke out 
some time ago when a negro named Giles 
Jackson assaulted the Lauderdales in a 


corn field, seriously wounding them 
About a month ago this negro died in 
the county jail from wounds infitcted 


while resisting arrest. A few days ago 
a negro was seen taking corn from a field 
belonging to Mr. Eubanks, who lives close 
to Shannon, and when spoken to about 
it he became insolent and defiant and 
a warrant was sworn out for his ar- 


rest.

Slayers of Roadmaster Stev- 


ers Identified by 
‘Porter. 


STRONG DESIRE TO LYNCH 
AT FIRST MANIFESTED 


Elder Cole Killed White Man While 
His Son Shot Negro—Their Man- 
ner Was Defiant—Joe Mitch- 
ell Is at Death’s Door. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 21.—(Special.)— 
All belief is ended that the negroes will 
be lynched who in the Jim Crow car on 
a Seaboard Air Line train near here mur- 
dered Roadmaster Fred Stevers and fa- 
tally shot Train Porter Joe Mitchell. 

It is now believed that one of the mur- 
derers escaped by jumping from the mov- 
ing train. It is thought that two or 
three went among the other negroes ex- 
changed hats and sat quiet. There was 
both among whites and negroes a strong 
desire to lynch. 

The five negroes were brought here to- 
night in order that Mitchel] might iden- 
tify the one who shot him. They were 
taken to Rex hospital, where Mitchell 
is at death’s door. He pointed out the 
younger Cole as the man who shot him. 
The elder Cole, his father. was already 
known to be Stevers’ murderer. 

The negroes were brought here at 8 
o'clock and were taken back to Hender- 
son at 10 o'clock on a special train. 
They were handcuffed and tied. Their 
manner was defiant, particularly that. of 
the younger Cole. Two of the men were 
arrested at Louisburg, their identity be- 
ing revealed by the three arrested or the 
train directly after the murder. 

Stevers was buried at Stevers, Va., his 
héme, today.

Prohibition has been a rank failure in 
Sumter during the past four years, hence 
the decideq expression of condemnation 
at the polls today. The prohibitionists 
put up a stiff fight until noon, when they 
acknowledged defeat. It is a great victory 
for Americus and Sumter county. 


UNHOLY TREATMENT OF NIECE 


C. P. Gordon Arrested on Serious 
Charge at Carrollton. 
Carrollton, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)— 
All news was absorbed here this morn- 
ing in the arrest of C. P. Gordon, Esa., 
of this city. The warrant was sworn 
out by his niece, Miss Lizzie Kate 
Sheats, of Fulton county, in Justice Lan- 
drym’s court. The charge was for un- 
holy treatment of his niece while she 
was on a visit to his home here last 
summer. The girl was then only 15 years 
old. Her mother has been dead three 
years. She was the youngest sister of 

Gordon. 

Gordon has lived here all his life and 
is about 50 years old and has a wife 
and several children. He has been active 
as a politician and has practiced law 
here for a tong timme. 

The arrest was mad 
L. Merrell, who carried him befere J. W. 
Jones, Esq., a justice of this county, who 
lives at Bowdon. This was not done 
until Gordon had objected to Justice 
Norman, of this place, assessing his 
bond and trying him. Judge W. C. Hod- 
mett, of the city court of Carr®llton, was 
called in to assess a bond, but Gordon 
objected to him and the sheriff let the 
matter rest with ‘Squire Jon®s. W. D. 
Hamrick, who represented the prosecu- 
tion, objected to Jones sitting in the 
matter, and no other justice being found, 
Hamrick dismissed tne warrant to take 
out a new one before another officer who 
would hold jurisdiction of the matter. 

A warrant was sworn out by Pr. 
Thomas G. Sheats, of this city, who is 
an uncle of the injured girl in the Gor- 
don case here. The sheriff took him be- 
fore Judge W. C. Hodnett, ™f the city 
court of Carrollton. Judge Hodnett took 
jurisdiction of the matter, as the charge 
was a felony and could never come in 
his court on final trial. Gordon's bond 
was assessed at $500, which he gave. The 
preliminary trial was fixed for next 
Thursday before Judge Hodnett, sitting 
for preliminary hearing.

UNIVERSITY AUXILIARY » 
TO HELP NORMAL SCHOOL 


— 


Organization Formed for the Purpose of Working 
for Educational Institutions of the State--Sim- 
ilar to Southern Education Board. 


Athens, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—It 
was learned this morning that an im- 
portant organization of Georgians in- 
terested in educational matters was re- 
cently formed at a meeting of the uni- 
versity council in Atlanta. The associa- 
tion is made up of well-known citizens, 
many of whom are alumni of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, who contemplate do- 
ing some practical and substantial] serv- 
ice to the educational Institutions gf this 
state in a manner somewhat similar to 
the work done in a wider field by the 
southern education board. 

The organization is to be known as 
“The University of Georgia Auxiliary,’ 
and the advisory board and executive 
committee which will have active charges 
of the workings of the organization arc 
the following: 

Advisory Board—Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 
Chancellor W. B. Hill, George Foster 
Peabody, Governor W. J. Northen, Hon. 
W. B. Merritt, Hon, Clark Howell and 
Hon. R. E. Park. 

Executive Committee—Harry Hodgson, 
chairman, Athens; Hugh M Dorsey, At- 
lanta: Jere M. Pound, Macon; Joseph R. 
Lamar, Augusta; P. A. Stovall, Savan- 
nah, and Edward Maddox, Rome. 

The plans of the auxiliary contemplats 
the raising of funds for the aid of such 
educational institutions as seem most 
deserving and whose work seems to be 
productive of the greatest good. In con- 
ference with Chancellor Hill and the 
presidents of the several branch co!- 
leges which make up the university, the 
plans of the auxiliary were heartily ap- 
proved, and it has been agreed that the 
need of the State Normal school for a 
building in which to do its college work 
shall be first presented by the auxiliary. 

The schoo] is absolutely without room 
to carry on its important and vital work. 

In speaking about the auxiliary ‘and its 


| plan to first aid the State Normal school 


Chancellor Hill said: 

“The formation of the University Aux- 
illary means a great deal for education 
in Georgia. While it is acting under 
the sanction and hearty approval of the 
university council, it is @. voluntary la- 
bor of love inaugurated by graduates of 
the university and others who did not 
attend the university but who are deep- 
ly interested in its develcpmert. 

“The auxiliary begins its labors for 
the benefit of the State Normal school, 
which now seems to be in the most press- 
ing need of any part of our institution, 
but it contemplates aid to the whole 
university in its collective sense, em- 
bracing not only the parent institution 
at Athens, but every branch of the uni- 
versity. 

“At the opening of the normal school 
a few days ago more than sixty teachers 
were obliged to sek lodgment in the pri- 
vate homes of Athens. While relief of 
the pressure for dormitory room {s prom- 
ised in the ‘Winnie Davis Memorial! Hall.’ 
being erected through the noble efforts 
of the’ Daughters of the Confederacy, no 
provision whatever has been made for 
the overcrowded conditions of the class 
rooms. 

“The normal school is an institution 
that comes in close touch with‘all the 
reople through its preparation of teach- 
ers for the public schools. The friends, 
therefore, of the normal school and of 
the entire university system throughout 
the state, will be invited by the auxiliary, 
according to their liberality and_ re- 
sources, to contribute $25.000 toward this 
need The remaining $10,000 necessary 
for the purpose has already been sub- 
scribed to the auxiliary's fund by a na- 
tive of Georgia. who is interested not 
only in the normal school, but in the 
whole system of colleges comprising the 
University of Georgia.”

THE CHATTAHOOCHEE IS LOW. 


Water Power of Big Mills Is Not 
ae. Sufficient. 

Columtus, Ga., August £1. —(Special.)— 
The Chattahoochee river is now lower 
than in a number of years due to the long 
| drought. Yesterday not a drop uf water 
flowed over the Eagle and Phenix daan, 
the entire river going through the flume, 
and even then the flow was so small, 
compared to the ncrmal conditicn of the 
Stream, that some of the departments of 
one of the mills had to elcse down. To- 
Gay the river is a foot or two higher and 
a tiny stream of water trickles over tha 
dam. Upon the completion of extensive 
improvements of the water plant of the 
tills now being made the operation of the 
mills will not be affected by the condition 
of the river, no macter how low it should 
be. A new set of water wheels has been 
placed down near the foot of the flume 
where there is a greater head than at 
either No. 1 or No. Z mill, and both these 
mills will be operated by this new plant 
by mears of a rop® drive, which is now 
being connected. ‘The drive has already 
been connected with No», 1 mills, and 
worked smovthly when tested today.

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The Logic of an Isthmian Canal. 
It would be difficult to imagine a 
more forceful argument in favor of 
cutting the narrow ligament of land 
between the great northern and south- 
ern continents than that unwittingly 
made by J. J. Hill, in his address be- 
fore the trans-Mississippi congress 
Wednesday, ~hen he said that since 
the first American cotton went to Ja- 
pan and China six years ago, the ex- 
‘portation of fhe fleecy staple to the 
Orient has greatly and constantly in- 
creased every year, until now his 
trana-continental railway has _ been 
compelled to refuse orders for as much 
as 20,000 bales of cotton in one month, 
because of a lack of shipping facilities. 
Mr. Hill said this while condemning 
the canal project. As the prime mag- 
nate of a great northwestern railroad 
systefn interested in developing our 
Oriental trade by the present water 
routes, it is not supposable that this 
exceptionally sagacious man is pulling 
any straws out of the way of an isth- 
mian canal. On the contrary, Mr. Hill 
views the proposed work on the isth- 
mus with uneasy displeasure, as is ob- 
vious from what he said on the subject 
at St. Paul. He declared that in his 
opinion a small part of the amount 
necessary to construct the great canal 
spent in deepening the channel of the 
Mississippi river between New Orleans 
and St. Louis, would give immeasura- 
“bly better results—but what results? 
No doubt it would be very comfortable 
to Mr. Hill and the gigantic corporate 
interests he stands for, if the land of 
cotton continued to pour her snawy 
treasure into the box cars of the 
western trunk lines for Pacific water 
transfer, and to the more facilitate 
that course he would like to see futher 
immense appropriations dumped into 
the Mississippi. Doubtless, also, Mr. 
Hill’s interests would have been will- 
ing to obviate the sad lack of a Pa- 
cifie merchant marine, which he 
‘speaks of as at present interfering 
with his road’s cotton traffic, to retain 
their hold on this already handsome 
carrying trade. Mr. Hill took occasion 
- to remerk as*an incidental advertise- 
' ment. that the shortest and cheapest 
| route from the cotton fields to the Ori- 


canal to “far Cathay.” _Conjointly with 
the awakening of Oriental industrial- 
ism southern commerce will spring 
into activities little dreamed of. The

And now.our Jobian 
patience’is to be rewarded with furth- 
er wanton afflictions. 

It were superfluous to point out 
wherein this extraordinary order of 
the board of control is oppressive, and 
with the light before us, utterly un- 
necessary. Perhaps the board wil 
soothe the lacerated feelings of a long- 
suffering public by an explanation. It 
would indeed be interesting to be 
shown how the system of permitting 
the checking of baggage at hotel or 
residence, after the purchase of a tick- 
et, as in other cities, in any way dis- 
turbs the tide of traffic at the pest- 
house. The practice is followed in 
cities that have ample baggage room 
facilities and decent depots.

The Education of the Mountaineer. 

It is announced, whether authorita- 
tively or not we do not know, that the 
Ogden southern educational propagan- 
da is to exert the larger part of its 
philanthropy in behalf of the whites 
upon the Appalachian mountaineers. 
Representatives of this” beneficent 
movement are said to have been active 
the past year in the investigation of 
sociological. conditions in this vast 
mountain region, with the result that 
they are well nigh appalled at the il- 
literacy prevailing there and recom- 
mend that the initial work, at least, be 
done among these people. 

This mountainous country. equals in 
square miles the dimensions of any of 
the states of which it forms a part, 
and its population is by no means in- 
considerable. A more conservatively 
homogeneous population would be hard 
to find outside of the old world, .and 


day viewpoint, is hard to understand. 
The southern mountaineer, as a type, 
is well night immutable. A study of 
him made several generations back 
might almost suffice for a modern de- 
scription. The railroads, which in the 
great west have annihilated at once 
distance and provinciality, have scarce- 
ly more than blazed a trail through the 
great southern highlands, so far as 
their impress upon these people, as a 
type, is concerned. 

In endavoring to uplift the moun- 
taineer, American philanthropy could 
not find a more distinctively American 
type of beneficiaries. His Scotch-Irish 
blood has been transmitted free from 
foreign amalgamation since the colo- 
nial perigd, the resuk of his seques- 
tered life. History knows something 
of the mountain minute man’s brav- 
ery at King’s Mountain and Cowpens, 
and this “fighting stock” is remember- 
ed at the Alamo. These quaint moun- 
tain dwellers should present a hope- 
ful field in their inherent qualities, if 
antecedents count for anything. 

The mountaineer’s isolation has 
much to do with his backwardness. 
We are glad to be able to say that of 
late years the mountaineer’s opportu- 
nities for educational upliftment have 
considerably improved. The home 
mission boards of the various churches 
maintain a number of schools in con- 
nection with their religious work, and 
the several states have endeavored to 
improve the common schools of the re- 
gion. However, the condition of edu- 
cation is lamentable, at best. Too 
many of the people are satisfied in 
their ignorance. But the mountain boy 
and girl are not unpromising in educa- 
tional possibilities. Far from it. They 
possess blood and brawn that has told 
in the world of work outside, and 
despite their unfavorable environment 
have shown a gratifying intellectual 
capacity. 

Material progress is also to be noted 
of late in the Appalachian wilderness. 
The saw mill is there, denuding the 
matchless timber at a rate apace of 
that of the agricultural prosperity of 
the cotton belt, and scarcely less ac- 
tive, the tannery.

Oil*for Fuel. 

An official paper now on its way 
from San Francisco to the navy de- 
partment is awaited with great inter- 
est, not only by the officers of the 
navy, but by steamship men the world 
over. 

This is the report of the officer who 
was detailed for a trip on the Pacific 
steamer Mariposa, which has just 
made a trial trip, using oil as fuel in- 
stead of coal. The telegraphic dis- 
patches from San Francisco state that 
the trip was highly successful, that ex- 
cellent speed was maintained through- 
out, and that the advocates of the sub- 
stitution of coal for oil have been in 
every way vindicated. But those who 
have been studying the question will 
prefer to await the official reports 
rather than accept the newspaper ac- 
count as final.

Dog Days. 

Macon Telegraph: This is the time ot 
the year for a fellow- passenger on @ 
street car, or an acquaintance meeting 
one on the street, to. ask when dog days 
began; and as the question goes round in 
search of an answer various opinions 
are given, and nothing definite learned. 
The truth is there is no fixed date for it, 
nor any Known rule for ascertaining the 
date. From the best information on the 
subject it is learned that dog days are 
supposed to cover a period of from four 
to six weeks In summer, variously placed 
by almanac makers from the early part 
of July until as tate as September. In 
a general way it means the sultry, close, 
part of summer, when fleas, mosquitos, 
malaria and the bitter weed flourish, 

The ancients associated dog days with 
the rising of the dog star (Sirius) wita 
the sun, and attributed to this cause the 
hot, sultry days, and the maladies of 
that time of the year. But as this simul- 
taneous rising does not occur at the same 
time in all latitudes, and is not constant 
in the same region, there can be no fixed 
time for it by this custom. 

Astronomer Roger: Long states that In 
an ancient calandar in Bede (died 735) 
the beginning of dog days is placed on 
the l4th of July. In a calendar printed 
in the days of Queen Elizabeth they were 
said to begin on the 6th of July and end 
on the 5th of September. From _ the 
restoration in 1660 to the beginning of 
new style, 1752, British almanacs placed 
the beginning of dog days on the 19th of 
July and the ending on the 8th of August. 
After 752 the beginning was placed on 
the 30th of July and the ending On the 
Mth of September.

Philadelphia Times: The exigencies of 
legislative apportionments have always 
been matters of much curious and grave 
concern, Ever since Eldridge Gerry 
carved out for himself a district in Mas- 
sachusetts, which an unfriendly opponent 
likened to a salamander, although a wag 
insisted that it was more like a gerry- 


‘mander, we have been repeatedly treated 


to partisan apportionments. We have had 
“shoe string’ districts and  ‘“‘four- 
pronged’’ districts; in fact, the states 
have been cut up by republicans and 
democrats by turns unrestrictedly to suit 
the party whim in any. given year of 
grace. 

The republican apportionment in Penn- 
sylvania, whipped throygh at the last 
session at Harrisburg, is a work of rare 
ingenuity. ‘he Seventeenth district be- 
gins at the Maryland line and includes a 
tier of eight counties in the center of 
the state as’ far north as Williamsport, 
Two districts in this longitude extend all 
the way across the state from ‘‘My Mary- 
land’ to New York. The Twenty-eighth 
district, which was made to order for 
that rather uncertain quanity, ‘Uncle 
Joe” Sibley, is shaped like the stump ofa 
tree, its roots running to left and right, 


other into the Clearfield coal regions. 
The stump itself is severed by the New 
York line. ‘Ihe twenty-first district looks 
like an ancient boot. ‘he expansive top 
folds over on the New York border and 
the leg runs down through a narrow ank- 
let into a great foot of fantastic shape, 
which presses upon Cambria and Blair 
counties. Of all the strange and fascinat- 
ing studies in form, however, the twenty- 
second district easily takes the Grand 
Prix, for it is made up of Butler and 
Westmoreland counties, which adjoin only 
at one corner, and it is disputed indeéd 
whether they meet at all, since 4 man has 
arisen at the junction point who affirms 
that he resides in Armstrong county. 
An effort is being made to have it ap- 
pear that the apportionment will be in- 
valid if these two counties do not adjoin. 
The act of congress regulating these mat- 
ters declares that districts shall. be com- 
posed of ‘contiguous and compact terri- 
tory.” We, however, put little faith in 
the value of such a contention, as en- 
gaging as it is to discuss these abstract 
questions. The 4euth of the matter is that 
the machine wishes these counties to ad- 
join; therefore, they must adjoin and do 
adjoin. After Sibley and every other 
Quayite got exactly what he wanted in 
that eng of the state two counties were 
still unprovided for, and it was, of course, 
necessary to bunch them together, even 
if the geographers must make over the 
maps to suit the needs of this remarkable 
case. Governor Stone, who has been asked 
for his opinion on the point, alleges that 
the counties touch each other, and that 
settles the matter. We do not wish to 
dispute the question.

Editor Constitution: From my vantage 
Sround of rest and recuperation, I am 
reading The Constitution daily and keep- 
ing up with Georgia affairs. I have been 
intensely interested’ in the diseussion 
anent Professor Sledd’s paper in the At- 
lantic Monthly. You deserve the thanks 
of the public for reproducing it entire. 
Although I have no sert of connection 
with Emory college, I desire to say a word 
through your columns on one aspect 
of the matter. The principle involved is 
one of fnterest to the entire community. 
I do not intend to enter info a consider- 
ation of Professor Sledd’s article. © In- 


deed, my point lies outside the merits or’ 


demerits of the article itself. I think, as 
a matter of fact, that Professor Sledd has 
fallen into some error, but also that he 
has stated in a forcible Way some truths 
to which it behooves us to pay earnest 
heed. The point, however, which I would 
like to raise is this: Supposing. for ar- 
gsument’s sake that the professor is 
wrong—all wrong, if one chooses—is that 
any reason why he should resign his pro- 
fessorship, or, havipg resigned, that his 
resignation should be accepted? I am 
simply amazed that it appears to be taken 
for granted, without argument, without 
even raising the question, that of course 
such 4 man must get out and do it at 
once. May one dare to ask, Why? It will 
be answered, I presume, that his con- 
tinued connection with the college must 
prove injurious. If so, the professor acted 
from high minded motives in tendering 
his resignation. But again I ask, Why? 
Why should his’ continued association 
with the college prove injurious to it? I 
can conceive of but one answer. It must 
be that the people of the south, from 
among whom Emory choses its students, 
would be so offended that they would 
cease to send their sons to a college har- 
boring a professor holding those views 
I do not suppose any one would question 
that this is the inwardness of the situ- 
ation. It would be avowed rather than de- 
nied. But have the authorities of the 
college, have editors of papers, have 
thinking people generally stopped to ask 
themselves what this means? It means 
the most outrageous intolerance and the 
rankest injustice to an honest and 


|} thoughtful man—the very kind of man 


every institution of learning ought to 
move heaven and earth to get into its 
faculty. Quietly to assume that the sen- 
timent of the southern people is against 
Professor Sledd, quietly To assume that 
this professor is wrong, quietly to as- 
sume that being wrong he must be thrust 
out—this rough and ready method of 
reaching conclusions and acting on them 
is inconsistent with liberty, with justice, 
with progress, with civilization. It be- 
longs to the dark ages of superstition and 
tyranny. Suppose one were to say that 
we southern people are many hundreds 
of years behind the times and are igno- 
rant of the principles of justice and of 
the relation of tolerance to progress: 
would not such an Sccusation be indig- 
nantly repudiated by every newspaper in 
the southerfi states? Would not such an 
accusation be regarded, and justly so, as 
a worse indictment of the southern pea- 
ple than Professor Sledd’s article? But 
what have we done—if Professor Sledd‘s 
resignation is accepted and acquiesced in 


inhumanity which are charged against us 
that—what? Why? we go and do some- 
thing worse in principle than the thing 
we repudiated! I say worse in principle. 
because specific deeds of inhumanity and 
injustice are not so corrupting to the body 
politic, not so inconsistent with intellece 
tual honesty, not ¢0 obstructive of prog- 
rress and of the realization of the kingdom 
of God on earth as the one false principle 
of intolerance and persecution for opin- 
ion’s sake. A true sense of humor, if not 
a sense of justice, ought to give us pause 
here. In the opinion of even the average, 
or below the average, man of common 
sense, the individual who knocked the 
phrenologist down for saying he was a 
man of bad temper did not thereby dis- 
prove the characterization! We indig- 
nantly exclaim: ‘It is false; we are not 
an inhumane people!"” Then we proceed 


4 to treat with unfeeling intolerance the 


cultured gentlemen, the able professor, the 
honest thinker, for daring to differ with 
us! Quod erat demonstrandum! 

When a few years ago Professor 
Briggs, of New York, whtse orthodoxy 
was more than questioned in some quare« 
ters, was ordained by Bishop Potter, the 
action was criticised by some in the Epise 
copal church, but The Churchman, of New 
York, said: ‘“‘We wan better afford to 
have Professor Briggs wrong than we can 
afford to stop him from studying.” That 
principle is the only possible safeguard of 
sound intellectual and moral life in 
either church or state. No thoughtful 
Student of southern life, before and since 
the civil war, can fail to realize the loss, 
both intellectual and moral, that has 
come to us in recent years as a result 
of what may be called, using a parlta- 
mentary phrase, “cutting off debate.”* 
Free discussion is the very life blood of 
deliberative bodies, of communities and 
of churches. It is the handmaid of truth. 
The spirit which opposes free discussion 
is the spirit which, in the dark ages, 
turned the thumbscrew and lit the fagots 
of persecution, The form of persecution 
may have changed, the spirit remains. If 
Professor Sledd’ is wrong, let us prove it 
iby facts and arguments. If he has mis- 
stated facts, we ean state the facts ag 
they ‘are. If he has drawn mistaken in- 
ferences, we can point out the line of true 
logic. If he has unjustly imputed inhu- 
manity to us, we can answer him by 
practicing humanity and justice toward 
every human being. The impossible thing 
is to demonstrate our innocence by being 
guilty. 

Emory college has a great opportunity 
vouchsafed her, She can say to Georgia 
and the world: ‘‘Whether Professor Sledd 
is right or wrong, we stand for scientifie 
investigation, for honesty both of thought 
and expression, for liberty of prophesy- 
ing."’ I believe that if she would take 
that stand, the best element in the gouth 
would rally to her support. The very 
serious question is whether an institution 
that does not stand on that platform is 
worth supporting. Another equally or 
more serious question is whether a peo- 
ple who should refyse to indorse this plat- 
form of tolerance are not doomed to de- 
generation and already on the way. This 
I réfuse to accept as a just estimate of 
our people.

PHILIPPINE SOLDIERS 


MONG the members of the Sixteenth 
intantry now stationed at Fort Mc- 


A Pherson there are several who are 
suffering from ‘“‘queer opinions.’’ In real- 
ity, these ‘‘opinions’’ are the aftermath 
of long spells of homesickness and the 
result of the terrific heat endured by the 
soldiers during their campaigns in the 
Philippines. Im the cases of the men suf- 
fering from a certain temporary aberra- 
tion of mind, there are no attempts at 
violence and they seem to be working 
under mild delusions or what one particu- 
lar private, who goes by the name of 
‘“Jimmy,’’ calls ‘“‘mere drunken fancies,’ 
although there is in this expression no 
implications of intoxication. 

These attacks are not at all infrequent 
among the. soldiers in the Philippines, but 
generally a rest or, in some cases, a trip 
home proves a sure cure, and the malady 
seldom proves to be anything more than 
temporary. It is a well Known fact that 
extreme heat and extreme cold are very 
likely to produce cases of nostalgia, the 
scientific name for homesickness. Lieu- 
tenant Peary, Nansen andgpther explogrs 
look upon homesickness as one of the 
most dangerous foes with which they 
have to contend, and Henry M. Stanley 
writes in his ‘“‘Explorations of Southern 
Africa’ that many of the members of the 
party suffered greatly trom this complaint 
and the work was greatly hindered on 
many occasions. 

Perhaps the best description of the 
trouble was given by the same private, 
known as “Jimmy,” to a reporter of 
The Constitution yesterday morning. 

“You see that fellow over there,’’ he 
began, ‘‘Well, that particular spoke in 
Uncle Sam’s great wheel of war is sure 
up against a stiff proposition. 1 under- 
stand he thinks he is the king. of Guam 
and the way he gives orders to his stand- 
ing army and calis forth the favorite of 
his harem and sentences a prime min- 
ister to be beheaded every now and then 
is something weird and unnatural. He's 
suffering from having ‘opinions’ that he 
acquired over in that blasted, sun-baked 
desert we are trying to build into a repub- 
lic. Sort of a martyr to his convictions, 
I suppose those misguided females who

REFUSES TO RAISE RATE 
OF OUTSIDE CONSUMER 


Plan of Charging for Services of Fire 
Department Without the Cor- 
porate Limits Is Favored. 
Athletic Club Sends 
Delegation. 


The effort to have counci] cut off a 
mumber of free water services and in- 
crease the rate for water used by con- 
sumers outside the city faileq during the 
meeting of the city fathers yesterday 
afternoon. 

All proposed ordinances and ameid- 
ments relative to the free water question 


were laid on the table and, as a corse-, 


quence, those institutions which, in the 
past, have enjoyed water privileges, for 
which there was no charge, will for the 
present at least, continue to be favored. 

The minority report of Colonel Park 
Woodward, superintendent of the water 
works department, which recommended 
that no increase be made in the rate 
charged outside consumers of city water, 
was adopted and an ordinance, so amend- 
ed as to embody that idea, was also 
adopted. The plan to make a reasonable 
charge for services rendered outside the 
corporate limits by the fire department 
was also incorporated in the ordinance. 

The matter was not disposed of before 
much discussion had been mdulged in by 
members of council. A feature of the 
meeting was the attendance of a large 
number of members of the Atlanta Ath- 
letic Club, one of the institutions which, 
it was proposed, should be cut off from 
free water service. The club was well 
represented and favorable argument was 
liberally and heartily applauded. 

The question of rates and free serviées 
occupied the greater part of the council 
meeting. An interesting point was raised 
by Councilman Hill, who declared the 
water board, and not council, had full 
authority to dea] with the two questions 
which had been brought up for disposal. 
Whether the board will take any action 
regarding the tabling of the plan to cut 
off the free water services remains to be 
eecen. 

Delegation Files In. 

It was a few minutes past 3 o'clock 
be a large delegation of members of 
the 
President Burton Smith, filed into the 
council chamber and took seats in that 
section of the hall reserved for visitors. 
Shortly afterwards Alderman Welch in- 
troduced the ordinance recommended by 
the special committee, which sought to 
restrict the water board from granting 
free water service to any persons, firms 
or institutions not now receiving appro- 
priations from the city. Piedmont park 
was excepted in the ordinance. 

Councilman Key called attention to the 
presence of the president and members 
of the athletic club and moved that the 
rules be suspended so Mr. Smith could be 
heard on the particular matter up ‘or 
consideration. Before this motion was 
put, however, Councilman Hill said he aid 
not think it was proper to hear objections 
at that time. He moved that the matter 
be referreqg to the board of water com- 
missioners, suggesting that the club mem- 
bers appear before that body with their 
objections. 

He took the position that the granting 
of water services was a matter for the 
water board, and not council, to deal 
with. Mr, Hill asserted that section 190 
of the city code gave the board this au- 
thority. If, said he, the members were 
not cor petent to deal with the question. 
then ccuncil had been derelict in its duty 
in electing them members. He stated it 
was his firm belief council had absolutely 
nothing to do with the matter, and he 
made the motion to refer in the interest 
of time. ° 


Wanted To Hear Argument. 

Councilf.an Beck, on the other hand, 
thought it perfectly proper to hear from 
the delegation. Mr. Key, referring to Mr. 
Hill’s remarks. said he had heard there 
was a rciement on foot te put the gov- 
ernment of the city in the hands of 
boards, and he had been trying indus- 
triously to Cisabuse the public mind of 
the idea. He did not consider that the 
law quoted delegated the authority stated 
to the water board.

Will Serve Until Date Named That 
His Ward May Have Its Regu- 
lar Representation. 


In order that his ward may not be de- 
prived of the ful] representation to which 
it is entitled up to within a few days 
of the time for nominating his successo”, 
Captain Evan P. Howell, candidate for 
mayor and at present councilman from 
the seventh ward, yesterday filed his 
formal! resignation with Mayor Mirns, to 
take effect Octcber 15. 

The resignation was sent to council 
with a special communication from the 
mayor. As soon as the two papers were 
read, Councilman Hill, of the seventh 
ward, moved the acceptance of the resiz- 
nation, and council took that action. 
Captain Howell presented his resignation 
last mcnth, when hé announced himself 
a cendidate for mayor, stipulating that 
it become effective the first Wednesday 
in September. At that time it was ex- 
pected the primary date would be fixed 
fot the first Wednesday in October. When 
the city executive committee met, how- 
ever, November was selected asthe time 
for the primary, and Captain Howell 
decided to amend his resignaticn s9 that 
West End would have its usual repre- 
sentation in council until very near the 
primary. 

The maycr's special message to council 
was as follows: 


To the General Council of the City of At- 
lanta—Gentlemen: 
you herewith a letter from Hon, EPvan P. How- 
ell, councilman from the seventh ward, which 
explains itself. I have accepted his sugges- 
tion in the premises. Yours very respectfully,

Captain Howell's communication was as fol- 
lows: 

Atlanta, Ga., August 21.—Hon. L. Mims, 
Mayor.—Dear Sir: On July 29 I tendéred you 
my resignation as a@ member of the council 
from the seventh ward upon the announcement 
of my candidacy for mayor. In the letter I 
stated that ‘‘as the primary would probably 
not be held on a date later than the first 
Wednesday itn October, I hereby tender my 
resignation to take effect on the first Wednes- 
day in September, 192.”’ .

The entire matter, said Councilman 
Warren, was évidently misunderstood, 
because the report came from the water 


| board. He was oppcsed to giving the club 


free water. He Stated he could not see 
the difference between giving that or- 
ganization free service and granting a 
similar privilege to a private citizen. Mr. 
Warren, however, favored giving conces- 
sions tc charitable’ institutions.

Key stated he was a loyal member of 
the Atlanta Athletic Club, and expected 
to do what he considered right and 
proper for it.

He ther referrec in complimentary 
terms to the members of the delegation 
frcm the club, and likened them to “the 
Assyrian who came down like a wolf on 
the fold.”” In quoting the well-known 
verse, Mr. Key made it ‘the Arabian,’ 
and was corrected by President Smith, 
who explained it was not the son of the 
desert, but the As8yrian. At the con- 
clusion of the pcem, Alderman Welch 
wanted tc know if ‘‘any one had rocked 
the boat.’’ 

Mr. Key advocated including Piedmont 
park in the list of free services he 
thought should be cut off in future. He 
said the water which was turned into 
Clara Meer at the exposition grounds 
was worth $3,000 a year, and, since the 
drys of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exncsition, nad aggregated $21,000. 

Councilman Hill explained that the 
amounts named represented the value 
of the water if it had been charged for, 
but not what it cost the city to put it in 
the lake. 

Captain Howell arose to say he had not 
taken the stand in favor of free water 
for the club because he was a candidale 
for mayor. 

‘I think I am right,”’ said he, ‘‘and I'd 


be a member of that club tf it was not- 


for the fact that I am ineligible on ac- 
count of my age. We've got water to 
burn!" This statement was greeted with 
mingled apaeeause and laughtcr. Mr. How- 
ell said he thought tne club exerted a 
good influence over the ycung men of the 
city and should be encouraged, espéecial- 
ly as, to use his words, ‘it cost the city 
mighty little.’’ 
Question Is Tabled. 

Councilman Hill stated Superintendent 
Park Woodward had ndt signed the re- 
port of special committee as he was not 
present at the meeting when the paper 
was prepared. Alderman Woodward de- 
clared he had favored the plan from the 
first, and Councilman Longino said he 
thought people outside the city should 
not be charged more than double the 
city rate for water. He advocated mak- 
ing no changes in the system now in 
force. Mr. Key said he amended the mo- 
tion to refer by giving all clubs, churchés, 
private schools and the natatorium free 
water.

There Is No Money in Treasury with 
Which To Carry on Exten- 
sion Work.

Alarmed at the trunk sewer situation 
in Atlanta, ‘Coun#lman €¢. S. Winn, 
chdirman of the sewer committee of 
Youncil, declared yesterday that bonds 
should be issued in order that the work 
of extending the big mains might be 
completed. It is estimated that fully a 
quarter af a million dollars would be 
necessdry to accomplish this. 
til of the sewers in the wards 
on the’ south side of town now empty 
inside the city limits and many com- 


plaints have been made regarding the 
odors that issue from them. There is 
now no money in the city treasury with 
which to prosecute the necessary exten- 
sion work and Chairman Winn sees no 
remedy unless bonds’’are issued. 

He authorized the following statement 


regarding the matter? 

¥ do not think the situation in regard to 
sewers in Atlanta is thoroughly understood by 
the people. For the past eix of seven years 
the annual appropriations for sewers have only 
been from $5,000 to $6,000. A number of 
the trunk sewers on the south side empty 
within the city limits—in residence sections. 

Realizing the conditions existing and the 
gravity of the situation, I went before ths 
finance committee and they promised to be 
liberal in the sewer appropriation this year. 
I was very much disappointed when I found 
that only $5,000 was appropriated for this im- 
portant work. The amount was a mere bag- 
atelle, with which nothing of any account 


could be done. 

When the city received $50,000 from the 
street railways after they were permitted to 
consolidate I introduced a resolution agking 
that $25.000 of this amount be used for ex- 
tending the trunk sewers. The resolution was 
adopted and Loyd street sewer was extended 
at a cost of $23,000. The trunk sewers on 
Beckwith and Davis street were also extended 
with the remaining $7,000. 

The Wells street sewer is in a horrible con- 
dition. Dye stuffs from the dye works near 
the outlet and all mariner of waste matter 
from a soap factory are congested at the outlet 
of this sewér, with other spwage, which is 
within the city limits, The ors are almost 
unbearable and complaints without number 
have been made. It is surprising to me that 
no serious pestilence has resulted. 

If the city was as liberal every year 4&5 
it has been this year it wéould require ten 
years to extend the seweré. And this is with- 
out taking into consideration the growth of 
the city, but is estimated according to the 
present conditions. 

It is a very serious proposition. 
how $30,000 will be raised for the sewers 
next year, and it would not have been raised 
this year but for the street railway consoli- 
dation. All of the city departments are 
running under short appropriations. The se- 
riousness of the matter must be brought before 
the people. It is only through a providence 
that we have been epared an epidemic s0 
far and I consider it the most important mat- 
ter affecting .the welfare of Atlanta. I be- 
lieve that a bond issue to raise money for im- 
proving the sewerage system should be voted 
or by the people.

Councilman Hill Roasts Men Who Pre- 
pered the Lengthy Document. 


LOMMISSION TO STAND PAT 


Reported That It Will Take Pro- 
posed New Charter to the Leg- 
islature in Its Entirety 
and Ask That It Be 
Adopted. 


It is very evident that there is trouble 
brewing between the charter revision 
committee of forty-nine and the special 
charter revision committee of council. 

At the informal meeting of members of 
the council] committee yesterday morning 
Colonel T. B. Felder, counsel for the 
Postal Telegraph Company, who appeared 
to urge thgt the commifttga take no ac- 
tion which Would ‘tend to bind the hands 
of the mayor and council relative to 
granting franchises, said Judge Hillyer 
told him the committee of forty-nine 
wouli stand by its complete report, Tre- 
gardiess of the action of the council 
committee in striking certain sections. 

Councilman Hill supplemented § this 
statement by asserting that a prominent 
member of the charter commission h&d 
said it did not make a ‘“‘continental cuss” 
what council did with the proposed new 
charter; that the commission was going 
to present the charter in its entirety to 
the legislature for adoption. Up to thig 
time the council committee has stricken 
a number of sections from the proposed 
new charter. Mr. Hill also roasted the 
men who prepared the new chafter. 

“This charter,’ the exclaimed. waving 
fa copy of the document, ‘is the worst 
tommyrot I: ever heard of. Why, it 
takes up a whole newspaper and what 
does it mean? Why did they make it? 
Simply to perpetuate in office the men 
who prepared’ it, under the pefnicious 
board system, which, thank God, we have 
stricken. They would keep themselves 
in office by naving the mayor appoint 
five members of their boards and by 
electing the mayors in future.”’ 

Mr. Hill's remarks caused a sensation, 
but none of the other members of the 
committee yesterday discussed the mat- 
ter. No action was taken by the com- 
mittee yesterday morning because of the 
absence of a quorum of members. Coun- 
cilman Key, who is chairman, urged that 
all the members be present this morning 
at 10 o’clock, when the meetings will be 
resumed.

FAIR WILL BE BIG SUCCESS 


Cincinnati Carnival Company Will 
Bring Lot of Fine Attractions 
and a Troupe of 300 People. 
Atlanta Wiil Be Splen- 
didly Decorated. 


Extensive preparations are being made 
for the Elks street fair, which will be held 
On Marietta street September 22 to 27, 
and from present indications Atlanta will 
be thronged with visitors at that time. 


The fair will be given by the Cincinnati 
Carnival CéOmpany, which makes a 
specialty of street fairs, and 20 per cent 
of the receipts besides the entire pro- 
ceeds of the country store will go to the 
Elks.

PASSING THRONG, 


The account of the present hard coal 
famine in Atlanta in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution caused a great many house- 
holders to wear a worried look. 

“While they knew they cauld not get 
any hard coal,’”’ explained one of the 
local dealers, ‘“‘they did not think the 
situation was so serious. All day that 
telephone of mine has been ringing Hke 
a thing possessed and fully 90 per cent 
were asking if the article in the marning 
paper was not gravely exaggerated, Of 
course I had to tell them that {ft was 
simply the plain statement of a very 
disagreeable truth and that there seemed 
to be no way out of the difficulty except 
by the use of coke or soft coal as re- 
ported. 

“Some of the men said things that I 
hope the operator in the central office 
did not hear. She could not have mis- 
understood their meaning. .But my trou- 
ble came along When the ladies of manv 
of Atlanta’s homes began calling me 
up. They said that they couldn’t burn 
soft coal in their furnaces, and they 
wouldn't if they could, and what were 
they going to do about it? All I could 
do was to refer them to The Constitution, 
and then I heard some very pathetic sto- 
ries as to what soft coal would do to 
lace curtains and all that sort of thing. 

“One thing that I had suspected I 
found out to be a certainty and that 
was that every .one of my regular cus- 
tomers and a great many that were not 
read The Constitution, and although 
they had hoped that in this one instance 
the calamity had been greatly overdrawn, 
I was compelled, as I said before, to no- 
tify them to the contrary. 

“Really I believe that if I’ had had 
ten thousand tons of hard coal I could 
have sold it without leaving my Office. 
I've always noticed that the less chance 
there 1s of getting any particular article 
the more people want it,-and yesterday 
only proved it. Of course that ‘amount 
I mentioned is exaggerated, but the de- 
mand was unprecedented. 

“IT only wish I had been enough of a 
Joseph to foresee this coming seven 
months’ famine the early part of the 
year. I wouldn’t swap positions with J. 
Pierpont Morgan if I had a corner on 
the anthracite coal market and enough 
of the material to supply the demand. I 
suppose there were a few such wise per- 
gons, but generally speaking every’ one 
got hit by the big strike and they, igot 
hit hard. I see there is some talk of 
importing hard coal to New York from 
the big collieries in Wales, but even 
should they do this-it wouldn't help us 
here in Atlanta, for by the time you had 
addeq freight charges to the cost .of 
importation I think it would almost be 
cheaper for a man to start burning all 
his furniture to keep warm. It’s a tough

HE IS AN OFFICER OF CITY 


Wants Reward for Helping Work Up 
a Case That Put Man in 
Penitentiary. 


Whether $250, as his share of the reward 


money offered by the city for the cap- 
ture of the murderer of Police Officer 
DeBray, can be paid to Patrolman A. D. 
Luck over the legal opinion of the city 
attorney is fhe question which council 
was called upon to settle yesterday af- 
ternoon. The body agreed to send the 
application of the two men who made the 
capture to, the finance committee, and its 
members are expected to recommend its 
payment in the event sufficient money is 
‘found’ with which to do so. 

When Cfficer DeBray was assassinated 
in West End morethana yearago the 
council, upon recommendation of the 
mayor, offered a reward of $500 for the 
apprehension of the murderer. Police- 
man Luck and Marshal E. P. Ryan, of 
Oakland, took a day off and worked on 
the case. Through their joint efforts 
four negroes were arrested and indicted 
for murder. Not long ago one of the ne- 
groes, Tom Hammond, was sent to the 
penitentiary for sixteen years for his 
connection with the case. Then Messrs. 
Luck and Ryan applied for the reward. 

The petition was turned over to City 
Attorney Mayson for an opinion, and this 
he submitted at the meeting of council 
yesterday afternoon. He held that Mar- 
shal Ryan was entitled to $250 as his 
share of the reward money, but that 
Officer Luck, who was an employee of the 
city, could not, according to city ordi- 
nances, get any of the sum offered. 
Councilman Hill said he understood the 
officer had worked up the case out of his 
own time, and that he had gone fo Fair- 
burn to run to earth certain clews he 
had secured. 

Mr. Hill and other members of council 
thought Officer Luck was entitled to an 
equal share of the money. Councilman 
Harwell, however, said if the city attor- 
ney held it would be illegal to pay the 
$250 to. the patrolman, he would vote 
against granting the petition. It was 
finally agreed to let the matter go to the 
finance committee for consideration.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 2!.—Active speculative 
liquidation became manifest in today’s stock 
market, and at the close the selling movement 
was urgent and somewhat precipitate. Dur- 
ing the earlier part of the day some stand was 
made against the tendency to depression, and 
a few stocks were pushed up at different 
times as a sustaining influence upon the mar- 
ket, but the selling to realize elsewhere in 
the market was steadily going on all the 
time. At the last the liquidation seemed to 
have proceeded to such an extent that the ef- 
forts to support the market were withdrawn 
and all semblance of resistance to the weak- 
ness disappeared. The stocks. which were 
notably strong yesterday, and for some time 
previously, started out at declines this morning 
and showed the largest effect of the selling 
pressure at the last. Some smal! gains were 
retained even at the last in a few of the 
stocks which had advanced earlier, but in oth- 
ere the gains were more than wiped out. The 
movement upward in the Denver and Rio 
Grande stocks, which developed during the day 
after a period of quiet, was the most con- 
spicuous, but they closed with a substantia! 
net loss, Louisville and Nashville was notably 
weak and fell back at one time 3 points. The 
advance in Western Union was said to be due 
to pressure upon the shorts, the demand for 
the stock in the loan crowd being such as to 
command a premium. With the exception of 
Texas and Pacific and Ontario and Western, 
the other demonstrations of strength were in 
minor railroad and industrial stocks.

City Attorney James L. Mayson and 
Attorney for the Crematory W. T. Moy- 
ers were notified that these depositions 
would be taken at tnat time. 
Attornay Tapp says that it shows they 
have the utmost confidence in tneir case 
when they go into the enemy’s territory, 
as it were, to get their witnesses. 
Claimed It Is Too Small. 
It is asserted by Mr. Tapp that the 
case now has an altogether different as- 
pect- from that which it had when tie 
former injunction suit was filed. At 
that time, he says, the crematory was 
burned, and when the injunction w®&s 
filed it was claimed by the owners that | 
the new one to be erected would be 
large enough to handle the large amount 
of garbage that goes there daily, and 
upon this ground the injunction was de- 
nied. Now, (however, g¢@nce the new 
crematory has been built it is claimed 
that it is not large enough to cremate 
the garbage which is faken from the 
fifth ward, mucn less the whole city of 
Atlanta. , 
Mr. Tapp says that he would be more 
than willing for a committee of citizens, 
altogether disinterested parties, to go 
the crematory daily and nightly for 
about five days and inspect the condition 
of affairs. Tnis, he says, is where the 
furnace people have weakened their 
case in the eyes of the public, by not be- 
ing willing for such investigation to be 
made. 
It is stated further by Mr. Tapp that 
those who are making this fight on the 
crematory wish it distinctly understood 
that they are.in favor of the garbage of 
Atlanta being cremated, but that tney 
want the city to have a erematory that 


is large enough to do the work, and they 


want the work properly done. 

It is said that the Rev. Mr. Ward, who 
is leading in the fight against the crema- 
tory, was a short while back ill for three 
weeks with rever and that he attributes 
his illness largely to the unwholesome 
atmosphere which he says he has had to 
breathe, and that this is due to th» fou) 
gases which escape from the crematory. 

Wants To Do the Work. 

The following proposal to the city coun- 
cil was made yesterday by the\ Venable 
Brothers, in which they claim that they 
can do the work of cremating the city s 
garbage and save the city at least $25,000 
annually, and they. ask the council to 
grant them the privilege of making a bid 
on the work. 

The proposition was handed in by Coun- 
cilman Key, and was referred to the san- 
itary committee. Councilman Key stated 
when he handed in the paper that he did 
so at the request of some one who 
had handed it to him; askitig taat he pre- 


sent it to council.

IN DARKNESS 


Christian Alliance Conven- 
tion Opens in Exposition 
Park. 


Te @ 
LACK OF LIGHT SEEMED TO 
INCREASE _ ENTHUSIASM 


Opening Address Made se ts Rev. W. F. 
Meminger, Field Superintend- 
ent of the Alliance—Others 
Take Part in Speech 
and Song. 


With only the spiritual light emanating 
from several hundred enthusiastic devo 
tees ang the flickering flames of four tal- 
low candles struggling against the great 
darkness that filled. the Auditorium at 
exposition park, the fourth annual camp 
meeting of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance opened with the first session at 
7:30 o'clock last evening. 

There was evidently a misunderstand- 
ing somewhere along the line and the elec- 
tric lamps failed to throw any light on 
the subject until about 8:30 o'clock, when 
some half a dozen arc lamps hanging 
about midway between the entrance of 
the amphitheater anda the platform added 
a pale blue effect to the uncertain yellow 
flames of the tallow dips. 

But rather than casting a gloom over 
the occasion, the misfortune had the cef- 
fect of inspiring every one with a desire 
to more than make amends for the miss- 
ing artificial rays by doing everything 
possible to make the meeting an interest- 
ing,. helpful and. successful one. In this 
they succeeded and it is doubtful if in 
all of the past history of the alliance 
there has ever been a more impromptu 
service than the one of last evening. 

It was quite too dark for the members 
of the choir to read a line in the hymn 
book *and the four candles sputtering 
with every draft seemed only to accentu- 
ate the omnipresent blackness. One 
candle each was assigned to the pianist 
and the organist and as the wind blew the 
lights of these in the wrong direction the 
instruments were forsaken and only the 
songs familiar to everyone were sung 
under the direction of Charles D. Tillman. 
This singing in the dark proved to be a 
real feature and never was congrega- 
tional singing rendered with more en- 
thusiasm and sincere feeling. Any har- 
mony lost by the absence of the instru- 
ments was more thafi made up in the un- 
precedenteq fervor with which every one 
took part. 

Ulysses Lewis was the first speaker. He 
told of his trip to .the ‘electric company, 
where he had paid for the lights in ad- 
vance and said he could not in any way 
account of the trouble. He was Hstened 
to with great interest, but was frequent- 
ly interrupted by voices from all parts of 
the house saying that the darkness made 
no difference so long as it was not the 
darkness of sin and that the spiritual 
light that was sure ‘to shine in every

of New York city with some of the meni- 
bers of the board of health.’ How he 
found enother world living Beneath the 
surface of the street—a world «the 
wickedness of which was past all de- 
scription—and how he learned to his un- 
spvakable horrer that the heathen China 
man had entered the opening in the wall 
in the heart of Christian New York 4nd 
had carried out as captives four hundred 
young American girls who were living in 
open adultery. 

It was to rebuild the fallen walls that 
he asked the aid of every one present. 
“I’ve heard in the north,’’ he said, ‘all 
about your soucnern soldiers, and how 
there wasn't any one else that could 
come within a 40-foot pole of them.

COURT TRIES CONVICTS 
WITHIN PRISON WALLS 


OME fifteen convict prisoners were | 
S further sentenced by Assistant 
Deputy Warden Dawson in his court 

of inquiry within the walls of the United 
States federal prison yesterday morning. 
Almost every morning there convenes 
in the office of Deputy Warden Dawson 
the most remarkable court in all At- 
lanta. Every defendant is already a 
prisoner, and, whether he is found guilty 
or ftnnocent of the charge preferred 
against rim by his attending guard, he 
must go back to a cell and go on servy- 


ing the original sentence for.which he 
was committed. Deputy Dawson is the 
great high tribunal of this court of 
justice, and his decision is final. 

Yesterday morning the little court room 
was crowded with some fifteen or twenty 
convict prisoners. Almost all of them 
were arraigned on a charge of disorder- 
ly condyict and breaking the peace. 

The night before the regular monthly 
concert was given form the entertainment 
of the prisoners by a number of Atlanta’s 
most popular and efficient artists. To 
this concert were admitted all prisoners 
who had no black marks of misconduct 
against them. This number included all 
but sixty-three of the three hundred and 
fifty-four inmates. Those who were not 
permitted to attend were duly warned 
that if they made any noise in thetr cells 
they would be duly reported and punish- 
ed, and the best way to get to the Sep- 
tember concert would be to keep abso- 


Aceordingly, guards were stationed in 
the different corridors, and the concert 
had hardly more than commenced be- 
fore some of the sixty-three who were 
‘not among those present at the enter- 


of them yelled and sald things which they 
ought not to have said, all of which was 
put down in writing by the guards, and 
then yesterday morning, when confronted 
by the testimony, they tried to lie out of 
it. But the cases went against them, 
and they were promptly reduced from 
the second to the third or lowest grade, 
which deprivés them of tobacco and all 
privileges, and their good time is taken 
away from them, according to the 


gravity of the offense committed. 
Among the other tases to come before 


Judge Dawson was that of a prisoner 
who was discovered by Assistant Deputy 
Petty with a home-made, or more cor- 
rectly speaking, a cell-made “‘billy,’”’ in 
his possession. This slugging instrument 
was a most wicked looking weapon, 
made of a piece of iron wrapped in 
cloth, with a pliable handle some 8 inches 
long, and weighted with a piece of iron. 
The ‘‘billy’’ was bound by a leather shoe 
string. At first the prisoner declared that 
he did not have such an implement, but 
later explained that he had made it for 
the purpose of punishing a coloréd man 
who had called him hard names. It was 
further testified to that this man was the 
same prisoner who for several nights had 
been disturbing the entire’ prison by 
crowing like a rooster, barking like a 
cog and making other unnecessary noises 
for his own amusement and the annoy- 
ance of his many companions. It was 
proved that the man, who is now in for 
counterfeiting, was a bad case, and he 
ha@ all of his good time taken away 
from him. 

In addition to the taking away of good 
time and reducing to the lowest grade, it 
is within the discretion of the court to 
sentence a man to solitary confinement in 
a dark cell for a part of or the entire day. 
This kind of treatment generally brings 
thé mcst stubborn cases to a resolution 
for a better life, and is oniy ‘resorted to 
after all other methods fail. 

Four other prisoners were reduced from 
the second rank by Warden Hawk for 
passing sarcastic comments on the part 
played by ‘“Kid’’ Wilson, the ‘‘trusty’’ 
who aiced Guard Bryan in rescuing Guy 
Shelton, the escaped convict. Warden 
Hawk speaks most appreciatingly of the 
part played by Wilson, and made the re- 
ductions because he does not intend to 
have.men who more than perform their 
regular duties criticised by envious com- 
panions. 

Skelton, the runaway, has been acting 
very sulkily since nis return, and is. hav- 
ing to work hard at shoveling coal t» 
pay for his nine hours’ freedom. He is 
at present wearing a ball and chain and 
leg irons, which do not in any way 
lighten his labors at the coal pile. 

The new iron work for the further 
protection of the prison windows through 
which both Shelton and East made their 
escape is expected from Cincinnati, Ohio, 
every day. 
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number of Christian workers from all 
parts of the south have made arrange- 
ments to attend the meetings.
